No. G. G. 0. 2 > . — The following Order made by the Goveraor- 
O eneral is published for general information : 

THE INDIA PROVISIONAL CONSTITUTION (SECOND 
AMENDMENT) ORDER, 1947, 

Whereas in the exercise of the powers conferred by section 9 
of the Indian Independence Act, 1947, the 0 overnor- General was 
pleased to make the India (Provisional Constitution) Order, 1947 
(hereinafter referred to as “ the principal Order ”) ; 

And whereas sub-section (5) of section 19 of the said Aot pro- 
vides that any power conferred by that Aot to make any order in- 
cludes power to revoke or vary any order previously made in the 
exercise of that power ; 

And whereas sub-section (3) of section 9 of the said Act pro- 
vides that any order made under that section may be made so as 
to be retrospective to any date not earlier than the third day of 
.Tune, 1947 ; 

Now, therefore, in the exercise of the powers conferred on 
him as aforesaid and of all other powers enabling him in that behalf, 
the Governor-General is pleased to make the following Order : — 

1. (1) This Ordor may be cited as the India Provisional Consti- 
tution (Second Amendment) Order, 1947. 

(2) It shall ho deemed to have effect from the fifteenth day of 
August^ 1947. 
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2. The Schedule to tlio principal Order shall be amended by 
inserting in the list of adaptation portaiaiiig to the 0 over ament of 
India .Ac 1, 1935, —

£ For the purposes of this paragraph, a person shall he 
doomed to be a native of India or Pakistan or an Indian State 
if, and only if, he is a person domiciled in India, Pakistan or 
an Indian State and bom of parents habitually resident in the 
territories comprised therein aud not established there for 
temporary purposes only.’ ” : and
